fight of the Engliſb Land, that I ſhould 
be in my Service that Day eight Weeks in 
America, and it was ſo ; for we got into 
Virginia, and had good Service for the 
Truth, the Lord's Power aſſiſted us, and 
opened our Hearts and Mouths to pro- 
claim the Word of Life to the People: 
Then we travelled into New Kent, Ni 8 
I had formerly viſited the People along 
with my dear Companion Thomas Wilſon ; 
ſeveral at that Time were convinced of 
the bleſſed Truth, and received it in the 
Love of it: Andaltho' I met with Oppo- 
ſition from the Sheriff and ſome Juſtices, 
yet the Lord's Power wrought effectually, 
and was over them. After we were gone

got ſafe to Land, Being clear of thoſe 
Parts we returned to New-York, took 
Boat and paſſed over to Eaſt- Terſey, then 
travelled through the Woods to Weft-Fer- 
fey, ſo to Burlington, and Philadelphia, 
and had Service for the Truth: It being 
Froſt and a great Snow, it was very tedi- 
ous travelling, -yet the Lord made way

thick with Snow, that few had ever ſeen 
the like in thoſe Parts, which made our 
Travels more difficult; then we proceeded 
to Choptanch, and viſited Friends on the 
Eaſtern- ſbore; then croſſed Cheſeapeal-b/ůã 
to the Weſter n. ſbore, where we had ſeve- 1 
ral comfortable Meetings. ſeve 


When we were clear of thoſe Parts, it feſſe 
was upon us to go to Virginia and Care kers 
lina ; a Maſter of a Ship that lay in Po- 
tuxon River took his Boat and put us over ſired 
the River, and travell'd along with us to infor 
Potomack, and went over that River, land 
which was nine Miles; it being Night, bad 
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and we all Strangers to the Place, ſeeing 


a Boat at a diſtance, we came up with 


her, and got her to pilot us to a Plantation 
on the Shore, it being a Captain's Houſe; 
they lived very poorly, having nothing to 
eat or drink but Pone and Water, but 
were willlng to entertain us with ſuch as 
they had. Next Morning we got Horſes, 
and hired a Guide to Rapahanock-Rtver, 
where many Ships lay, being in hopes to 
get over in ſome of their Boats ; but there 
came on ſuch a ſtrong North-Wefter that 
the People were afraid it would have blown 
down their Houſes, inſomuch that we were 
forced to run out into the Storm, which 
was very violent : After it was a little a- 
bated, it-froze ſo hard that we could not 


get over the River for a whole Week.

During our Stay we had Diſputes with 
ſeveral, and opened the Principles of 
Truth to them: One Major Taylor con- 


feſſed to the Truth, and faid , the Qua- 


kers Principles were ſuch as ue declared, 
be was a Quaker in Fudgment; but de- 
ſired to have more Time with me, to be 
informed why we left the Church of Eng- 
land? I told him, the Church of England 
bad the Form of Godlineſs, but denied the

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Kirgina, and Carolina, proceeded on our 
Journey. The next Day we heard of one 
Joln Carver, who made a Profeſſion of 
Truth, but had ſeldom been at any of 
our Meetings; we travelled to his Houſe, 
"Ta being above ten Miles out of our 

ay, and. found the Man much in Ima- 


ginations, Conceits, and Notions ; we were

The Fleet ſtaying ſome Time, we viſited 
ſeveral Places as we found an Openneſs 
in Peoples Hearts to receive the Teſtimo- 
ny of Truth, directing them to Chrift the 
true Foundation: The Lord was effectu-

over, and the Sea calm, we ſtitched an

old Sail full of Oakum, let it down under 
the Ship, and under-girt/ her, and after 
ſome Time the Leak ſtopped: When the 
Ship came to be ſearched, it was found 
to be an Auger-hole half open, and the 
other filled with ſomething that had got 
into it. After five Weeks Sail we met 
with a Veſſel that had been taken by the 
French, ſhe gave us an Account that there 
was a French Fleet out at Sea waiting for 
7s ; fo we kept to the Southward, and al- 
moſt run out our Longitude before we 
got into our Latitude, and eſcaped them. 


When we had been about fix Weeks at

got well home, and found my Wife and 
Family well, which deeply bowed my 


Spirit before the Lord, under the Con- 


ſideration of his tender Dealings with 
me every Way, and giving me my Life

Great was my Exerciſe many Times

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and in ſtanding againſt that which cauſed 
it to ſuffer, About this Time there ap- 
peared ſome in our County very hot and 
zealous for Order and Diſcipline in the. 
Church, and bu/ied themſelves in Church 
Affairs; I faw they were going into 
Ranteriſm, and told Friends of it, de- 
firing that Endeavours might be uſed to 
help them, which was done ; but they 
would take no Advice, but ran out into 
Strife and Contention, and became bitter 
Oppoſers of Friends and Truth, to their 
own. irreparable Loſs: My Spirit was 
deeply afflicted, and under great Exer- 
ciſe, but could not help them: The 
Lord ſhewed me it was an impoſterous 
Birth, begotten in them by the Power 
of Darkneſs, and all who joined with 
them would be hurt; but they ſhould 
roceed no further than to manifeſt their 


Folly. 


I had many Journeys on the Account 
of the Teſtimony God had given me to 
bear; for when ever I found the Lord to 
draw me forth, I gave up in Obedience 
thereunto: My dear Wife was a true 
Help-mate to me, and never hindered 
me at any Time, but often deſired me

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to mind my Service, and anſwer it; we 
found Godlineſs was truly profitable in all 
Things, having the Promiſe of the Life 
that now is, and that which is to come, 
Life everlaſting; ſo that we were encou- 
raged to follow the Lord fully, and keep 
to his eternal Power that had. prevailed 
over us, and the more our Eyes were 
kept to him, the greater Neceſſity we 
found of the Help of his holy Spirit to 
keep us in our Way Heaven - wards, 
knowing without him we could do nothing, 
ſeeing our own Infirmities to be great ; but 
as we kept to the Light and Guidings of 
his holy Spirit, we witneſſed his Strength 
manifeſted in our Weakneſs, ſo that we 
were made to magnify that Arm which 
is ſtrong, and as near to help his People 
as ever, thoſe who are alive to God 
know eit; and the Reaſon why People 
know it not, is becauſe they do not turn 
to and mind the Manifeſtation of the 
Light of the Lord in themſelves, and 
come to walk in it, for fo as many as re- 
cei ved him, to them gave he Power to be- 
come the Sons of God, even to them that believe 
on his Name; John i. 12. for God is ſtill

I had a Concern, for ſeveral Years, to 
viſit Friends a Third Time in America, 
and underſtanding my ancient Companion 
and Fellow-labourer in the Goſpel Tho- 
mas Wilſon had a Concern for thoſe 
Countries, I wrote to him, and we agreed 
to meet at Dublin: I acquainted my Bre- 
thren with what I had upon my Mind, 
and they having Unity with me therein, 
our Hearts were broken and tendered be- 
fore the Lord, and our Prayers were 
poured forth unto him for one anothers 
Preſervation, I agreed with Richard 
Kelſic of Whitehaven for my Paſſage, 
and on the firſt Day of the Week I with 


my dear Wife went to our own Meeting 
at Pardſhaw-crag, where I receiv'd No- 
| tice that the Maſter had order'd all his 
Men to be on Board by the tenth Hour 


at Night, intending to fail that Tide ; 
we had a bleſſed heavenly Meeting, after 
which I went to Whitehaven, my Wife 
and ſeveral Friends accompanying me; 
we alighted at an Inn, and had a ſweet 
Opportunity together, then went down 


to 
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to the Ship-ſide, where I parted with my 
Wife and Friends (except John Robinſon 
and Joſeph Steel, who accompanied me 
to Dublin) in much Bowed-downneſs of 
Mind before the Lord, in a Senſe of 
his Love that had prevailed over me to 
anſwer his Requirings, in which I found 
my Peace to flow abundantly; then! 
went on Board, and in two Days Time 
arriv'd at Dublin, where I met with my 
dear Companion Thomas Wilſon, who 
was ready to imbark with me. We ſtayed 
two Weeks at Dublin, and had a com- 
fortable Time among Friends, and parted 
with them 'in much Love and - Tender-

On the 8th of the tenth Month 1713 
we failed for Virginia; the Wind being 
Soutberly we ſtood down the North-Chan- 
nel, and in three Days Time got clear of 
the Land; but ſoon after we met with a 
hard Gale of Wind, ſo that we got but 
little on our Voyage for ſeveral Weeks:

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failing ſhould be the firing of a Gun, and 
ſo we might ſtay till then, but we were 
called on board before we had quite gone 
through our Service. 


On the 7th of the ninth Month 1 14 
we took Shipping at Oxford, and within 
two Days after we ſet fail the Ship ſprung 
a-leak ; we were greatly exerciſed in our 
Spirits, and treated with the Captain to 
return back, in order to get the Leak 
ſtopp' d, but he and the reſt of the Off 
cers reſolved to proceed on their Voyage: 
The Wind being contrary they could get 
little forward, but rode at Anchor; in 
which Time we told the Captain, it ap- 
peared to us that divine Providence had put 
the Of portunity into his Hand, whereby he 
might ſave his own Life, and 'all that were 
with him, and the Sbip too. When we 
had got about twenty: Leagues from the 
Land we were becalmed, and the Leak 
increaſed fo that ſhe made near two Feet 
Water in half an Hour; then they all 
repented that they did not take our Ad- 
vice: We were deeply exercifed, and 
poured forth our Prayers unto the Al- 
mighty, who was graciouſly pleaſed to 
grant our Petition, and cauſed a gentle 

South 
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South Wind to blow the next Day, and 
the Leak ſtopp'd ſo as the Pumps kept 
her clear, and after ſome Difficulty we 
got to an Anchor! in 5 : 


We went on hore: the 25th of the 
ninth Month, and the next Day. got as 
mong Friends ; ; they were glad to ſee us, 
and our Hearts were deeply thankful to 
the Almighty for ſo ſignal a Preſervation : 
We laboured in the Work of the Goſpel 
at Nancemond, where ſeveral Hearts were 
throughly reached by the penetrating 
Power of God; after which we - viſited 
ſeveral remote Places from the Body of 
Friends, then croſſed Fames-River, and 
viſited Friends in Yori County, and had 
ſeveral Meetings, to which abundance of 
People came; the Doctrine of Truth was 
declared, and ſeveral convinced, which 
was cauſe of Gladneſs to us: From thence 
we travelled into the County of Kent,

| ſeveral were then convinced, and a Meet- 
ing ſettled from that Time ; ; we rejoiced 


to find People gathered to God, and we 
had many precious Meetings in thoſe 
Parts : Then we travelled into the County

and found great Openneſs among the Peo- 
ple; ſeveral were convinced of the Truth, 
the Mouths of Gainſayers were ſtopp' d, 
and the Teſtimony of Truth exalted over 
all: Then we found our Hearts engaged 
viſit Friends on the Weftern-ſhore of Ma- 
ryland, ſo travelled to Potomack-Rver, 
which we got over with ſome Difficulty 
and Charge, being willing to ſpend and 
be ſpent to anſwer the Lord's Requirings, 
who had been kind to us, and his People, 
in bleſſing us both inwardly and out- 
wardly ; Friends were willing to accom- 
pany us, for which we were truly thank- 
| unto the Lord, that he had raiſed up 
a People, and made them willing to ſerve 
him ; for when we travelled in thoſe Parts 
in 1692 we had no Guide for a Hundred 
Miles, and lay out in the Woods, yet 
we travelled in Faith that the Lord would 
ſpread his Truth, and exalt it in the Earth; 
we faw it fulfilled in Part, and firmly be- 
lieve that he will carry it on' to his own 
Glory. We took our Journey through 
the Woods, and lodged at a poor Man's 
Houſe that Night, and we gave him 
Money for his kind Entertainment ; he 
told us be had entertained many, but —

until the next Morning ; the People were 
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had taken any thing before : We told him 
we were not willing to be chargeable to any, 
but would freely pay bim. 


We travelled to Potuxon-R in ver, and 
had a Meeting on the firſt Day; it was 
a Day of Viſitation to the Youth, whoſe 
Hearts were opened by the Love of God, 
in which we laboured to turn their Minds 
to his Teaching: We made a thorough 
Viſit on the Meſtern.-ſbore, and many 
flocked to our Meetings and heard the 
Goſpel freely declared, and the Principles 
of Truth hid open; ſeveral were con- 
vinced, and the F aithful comforted in 
the Lord. Then we paſſed over the River 
to the Eaſteru: ſbore and had a Meeting, 
to which abundance of People came that 
were not Friends ; the Lord appeared to 
our Comfort, and we had good Service in 
many Places i in thoſe Parts. Being clear 
of that Shore, ſeveral young Men got a 
Boat and fat us over the Bay; it being 


very foggy we landed at Sharp's-1ſfand, 


and went on ſhore; the young Men made 
a Fire near the Boat, and lay by it all 


Night; my Companion and I went to a 


Houſe upon the Hand, where we ſtaid 


very 
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very loving and would take nothing for 
our Bed: Then we took Boat, and thro* 
ſome Difficulty got to Weſt-River, and 
had ſeveral Meetings among Friends; we 
laboured in the Love of God 70 ſettle them 
upon Chrift the Rock and Foundation. 


After which, finding our Spirits fully 
clear, we concluded to take Shipping for 
England ; there being a Ship bound for 

London, we agreed for our Paſſage, and 
went on board on the 1oth of the twelfth 
Month, and on the 17th' of the fame 
weigh'd Anchor and came out of the 
Capes of Virginia and had a good Paſſage 
till we came near the Coaſts of Ireland, 
where we'met with a ſmall Ship bound 
for Cork ; we left the Ship we were in 
and went on board the ſmall Veſſel. Af- 
terwards we met with a contrary Wind, 
and were ſeven Days at Seca, and then 
landed fafe at Cork on the 3oth of the firſt 
Month 1715; we ſtay'd a Meeting with 
Friends at Cork, and the Lord's Power 
was manifeſted among us, and his Love 
melted our Hearts, and prepared Sacrifi- 
ces of Praiſes to the God and Father of 
all our Mercies, who with his dear Son 
is worthy thereof. | 

| After 
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After the Meeting we took our Journey 
towards the Province Meeting at Mount-. 
melick, and with hard Travel got there 
on the firſt Day; Friends were ſettled in 
the Meeting before we went in ; the 
Lord's Power overſhadowed the Meeting 
in a wonderful Manner, ſo that we were 
ſweetly comforted together : After the 
Mecting I parted with my. dear Com- 
panion Thomas Wilfon, in the Love of 
God, and went with Friends to Dublin, 
and the next Day had a Meeting to Satis- 
faction; after which I took Shipping, 
ſailed that Night, and landed next Eve- 
ning at Wh:tehaven, and was at our own 
Meeting at Pardſhaw-cragg, where Friends 
were glad to ſee me returned fafely from 
ſo long a Journey, and we were comfort- 
ed in the Lord and one another: In all 
this Voyage and Journey we were highly 
favoured with Health for the moſt Part, 
and Way was made for us far beyond 
what we could expect, having travelled 
by Sea and Land about 12000 Miles. At 
my Return home I found my Wife and 
Family well, for which I was truly thank- 
ful; the Lord who ſeparated us for his

A Concern. Bad been upon my Mind 


for ſome time to viſit the Weftern Parts of 
England; I took by J ourney on the wo

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the ninth:Month 17 18, and vifited ſeveral 
Counties as far as Briſtol; and had Service 
in that City ; after which I travelled into 
Devonſhire , then returned again unto 
Briſtol, and from thence I. travelled thro'

Morning the Friends who came to ac- 


company me returning home, we pro- 


| ceeded on our Journey, and found the 
People hi 


gh in Notion, and bent againſt 
the Truth, which occafioned us to mourn 
before the Lord; we went to Baldown to 
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William Boyges, and had a comfortable 
Meeting there on the Firſt- day; the Day 
following we travelled to Port-patrick, 
where we ſtay'd ſome time, the Wind 
being contrary, under great Exerciſe of 
Spirit, becauſe of the Wickedneſs of the 
People ; we had a Meeting among them 


at a Widow's Houſe where we lodged, 
and the Goſpel was freely preached unto 


them, and ſome were affected therewith, 
and confeſſed to the Truth, which filled 


our Hearts with Thankfulneſs. unto the 
Lord who made way for us to clear our 
Conſciences among them. 


On the Firſt-day of the Week my 


Companion had a Concern upon him 70

On the ad of the xoth Month 1726 
I-ſet forward on my Journey, and Willi- 
am Dixon along with me, to viſit Friends 
in 7ori/hire; we had a Meeting at Soolby 
among ſome People who had 3 hurt 
by a wrong Spirit, and were gone into 
Separation from Friends, yet we found 
the Reaches of the Love of God unto 
them, and ſeveral Hearts were touched 
therewith. We went to Penrith that 
Evening and had a Meeting there, unto 
which ſeveral. of the Separates, and abun- 
dance of other People came ; the Lord's 
Power was manifeſted, and the Teſtimo- 
ny of Truth declared; we directed them 
to the Light of the Lord Jeſus Chriſt uli 1 
ſhineth in their Hearts, in order to giv 
them the Knowledge of God, wham to 4 
is Life eternal; many Hearts were reach- 
ed, and we had the Anſwer of Peace for 
our Labours of Love among them.

After bad ſtay 'd ſorts Time I wick

ing took it under Conſideration, and be-
